WASHINGTON The 
Army this week set 30 June 
1962—four years from now— 
as the date on which the new 


‘/nine-grade enlisted structure 


becomes fully effective, In the 
intervening time, there will be a 
“transition period from the old 
system of noncommissioned officers 
ratings. to the new system” the 
Army said in its announcement. 
Field commanders received 
“clarifying instructions” on the 
system by wire this week. 

Here are the rules for the tran- 
sition period: 

® NCO’s who were in grades 
E-5, E-6 and E-7 on 31 May 1958 
“are authorized to wear their 
present insignia until promoted or 
until 30 June 1962, 

“NCO’s who become the subject 
of disciplinary or inefficiency ac- 
tions will be required to wear the 
insignia of the resultant grade” 
(under the new insignia system). 
®° Ratings will be carried on the 
morning report under these rules. 
® NCO’s who retire during the 
four-year period in the grade held 
on 31 May 1958 will carry the title 
and wear the insignia of that grade 
on retirement. Retirement cer- 
tificates will show this title. Those 
NCO’s who have retired since 31 
May in grades below those held 
before that date are to be con- 
tacted by commanders, the Army 
directed, and retirement certifi- 
cates re-issued to conform to the 
system announced this week. 
The Army explained the reason 
for adopting the insignia as an- 
nounced rather than some other 
system, with the addition of grades 
E-8 and E-9.

Building $$

Postal Rates 
Rise a Penny 
On August 1 


WASHINGTON. — That letter 
to your sweetheart is going to cost 
you a penny more after August 1. 

That’s when new postal rates go 
into effect. 

A first class letter goes up from 
three cents to four cents. A post 
card, which now costs two cents, 
goes up to three cents. Airmail 
letters go up from six 
cents. Air post cards, 
cents, will be five cents. 

Other mail goes up, too. Those 
Christmas cards you used to mail 
unsealed for two cents will cost 
three cents. Actually, it’s three 
cents for the first two ounces and 
1% cents for each additional ounce. 

But you'll be happy to know this 
increase to three cents also applies 
to third class mail, including that 
“junk mail” with which you are 
flooded. 

If you buy books through the 
mail (fourth class) you will have 
to pay nine instead of eight cents 
for the first pound and five in- 
stead of four cents for each addi- 
tional pound.

30-Ton Rocket Test Unit 
Shipped to White Sands 


WHITE SANDS MISSILE 
RANGE, N.M.—A Redstone power 
plant test package, weighing more 
than 30 tons, has been cut away 
from its stand at Redstone Arsenal, 
Ala., shipped to White Sands Mis- 
sile: Range and welded onto the 
500,000 pound static test stand. 

Only 42 days lapsed from: the 
last firing at the Army’s Ballistic 
Missile Agency at Redstone Arsen- 
al to the first test firing of the 
Redstone motor here. 

Army officials at WSMR said 
that close coordination between of- 
ficialg at Redstone Arsenal, WSMR 
and civilian representatives of 
Rocketdyne company saved the 
equipment from the scrap heap 
when it proved feasible to move 
the power plant package intact to 
WSMR for Redstone motor tests. 

Accordingly, when larger mis- 
siles crowded out the testing of 
the Redstone engine at Redstone 
Arsenal, an 18-month contract was 
let between the motor manufac- 
turer,.Rocketdyne company, and 
WSMR for motor tests, and the 
overland move of the huge propel- 
lant tanks and cage got underway.

THE REDSTONE ‘is no stranger 
to the.500-K stand. From 1953 to 
1955 the facility was used for de- 
velopment and aceeptance firing of 
the Redstone power plant. 

Some of the modifications at the 
500-K test stand have remained in 
the structure. The welding of the 
package .onto the 500-K completed 
the mount which enabled the motor 
to be fired here with little delay. 

Redstone motor testing is now 
undergoing a two phase program 
here — power plant acceptance 
testing and product improvement 
testing. 

WSMR now remains the only ac- 
tivity testing Redstone motors. 





Benning Airborne Classes

Fallout Prediction Gadget 


FORT McCLELLAN, Ala. ~ A 
uniquely-constructed ‘training aid 
developed recently at the Chemi- 
cal Corps School here promises 
to be valuable to both school stu- 
dents and instructors for the illus- 
tration of fallout prediction con- 
cepts. 

Commonly called the 
toy,” because of the structural 
composition, the device is more 
formally known asthe Radioactive 
Fallout Prediction Model. 

It is constructed of vari-colored 
strips of metal, dowels, and an 
area “grid” or scale. The model 
depicts, in.time as well as in 
space, the predictable routes by 
which radioactive fallout particles 
starting at various altitudes fall to 
the earth. 

It enables school students to 
visualize the fallout pattern as it 
develops and to. prepare a fallout

prediction using given factors, such 
as wind speeds at specified alti- 
tudes, yield of the weapon, and 
height of burst. 

Based on the Army Fallout Pre- 
diction Method; the “Tinkertoy” is 
the “brainstorm” of two School 
nuclear weapons instructors, Capts. 
Archie Stamper and John MeNally. 

Capt. McNally, with the advice 
of Capt. Stamper and other radio- 
logical warfare instructors, as- 
sembled the.“X-1 Tinkertoy” out of 
embroidery thread, coat hanger 
wire, and hardboard. After minor 
modifications to the “X-1,”,a full- 
scale model was fabricated ‘by the 
school’s Training Aids Branch.

Reserve Shitts ° 


By this time, everyone in the country 
with any interest in defense affairs must be 
aware that the Army plans to reorganize its 
Reserve components. Many have assumed 
that any official plans necessarily embody 
the best military solution to the problem and 
that the National Guard’s opposition is a sort 





of unwarranted political meddling, Others _ 


view the Guard cutback as the latest ex- 
ample of the Regular Army’s presumed 
preference for a federal force of Reservists. 

If these extreme views are not fostered 
by the principal opponents in this military 
debate, at least such beliefs are not discour- 
aged. In the confused barrage of arguments, 
exaggerations and omissions, the civilian 
public has little chance to form an intelligent 
opinion, Here are some of the key questions 
as we see them: 

@ Is the controversy “political?” Yes, 
and rightly so as long as arguments stop 
short of misrepresentation. The Guard ob- 
jects to certain features of the reorganiza- 
tion plan, just as the Army leadership under 
more circumscribed discipline has made 
known its dissatisfaction over airlift short- 
ages, manpower cuts and stretch-out of pro- 
curement of modern weapons. Matters of 
such overriding importance can not and 
should not be immune to examination in the 
political arena. (As an exception, plans and 
data kept secret for security reasons are nor- 
mally honored by public officials.) Under 
our form of government, the people are the 
first source of executive authority—a power 
not wholly relinquished in the four-year 
periods between presidential elections. We 
still follow the practice which was the first 
step toward freedom for American Colonial 
legislatures—-control of the purse strings by 


annual appropriations to the executive 
authority. 
@ Will the reorganization eliminate 


Guard forces in many communities? No, the 
Army says, despite the fact that some 1800 
units will be wiped out. In nearly all cases, 
the Guardsmen will stay right where they 
are; only the unit designation will be dropped. 
For example, in a small town with only one 
company, members probably will be re- 
grouped as one or two platoons of a larger 
pentomic company with headquarters and ad- 
ditional platoons in a neighboring city. In a 
city with several units, members would 
simply be organized into a smaller number 
of units. Actually, the Army does not know 
whether any towns at all will lose their 
Guard contingent. 

@ Will Guard units be maintained in 
fewer communities and thus require fewer 
armories? Doing an about-face on this ques- 
tion, the Army staff has estimated the 
Guard’s long-range need at 2250 armories, 
a reduction of 530 projects. Guard leaders 
are split between those who think the 530 
armories will be needed even under the re- 
organization, and those who charge, against 
the Army’s assurances, that the plan will 
mean the closing of many present armories. 
This confusion may be one explanation for 
the perennial reluctance of the Bureau of the 
3udget to okay building of new armories, 

@ Should Guard infantry battle groups 
and personnel strength be reduced while less 
effective units are maintained in the Army 
Reserve structure? No, seems the obvious 
military answer. Under the plan first an- 
nounced, the Army would have dropped four 
of the ten Army Reserve divisions. Now, 
the four are to be kept fully organized but 
with lower strength. Morale of the com- 
ponent and the need for infantry drill slots 
to assign obligors was given as the reason 
for the decision. However, for the purpose

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Top Soldiers Overpaid?

The adoption of the new enlisted grade 
structure provides for undeserved in- 
creases in pay for most sergeants major 
and first sergeants. 

Seme of the reasons for my conclu- 
sions follow: 

The responsibilities of the first ser- 
geant has markedly declined during the 
past 10 years. The first sergeant is no 
Jonger required to be qualified in the 
basic MOS in the unit in which he serves. 
He no longer is required to possess a thor- 
eugh knowledge of administration, inas- 
much ag it is now Army policy to reduce 
the administrative workload in battery and 
company-sized units. That work normally 
perfermed by the first sergeant has now 
shifted to battalion and regimental and/or 
group personnel sections. 

Since, in most cases, the man selected 
as first sergeant has not been trained in 
an MOS authorized by the unit, he is 
unfamiliar with the unit’s mission, organi- 
zation and tactics. In view of this, he is 
no Jenger qualified to serve as the chief 
enlisted assistant to the battery com- 
mander. 

a - . 

MOST tactical units have a field first 
sergeant in addition to the first sergeant. 
He is the man qualified in the basic MOS 
authorized by the unit. He is the man 
who can best assist the battery commander 
in matters relating to tactical employ- 
ment of the unit, in overall supervision 
and coordination of the sections within the 
company or battery. He has assumed 75% 
of the duties previously performed by the 
first sergeant. 

The first sergeant is no longer respon- 
sible or accountable for equipment, other 
than ‘what is used in the orderly room. 

In fact, the duties and responsibilities 
of the first sergeant have so decreased 
that a good administrative clerk in grade 
E-4 or E-5 can now perform the work of 
a first sergeant in most units. 

The fact that a: unit now has more 


master sergeants than previously is due 
mainly to the higher technical knowledge 
now required of enlisted men in operat- 
ing and maintenance of equipment. There 
is no incentive to become a first sergeant 
because there is not enough responsibility 
or prestige inherent to the position. 

Further te encourage highly technical, 
trained personnel te become first sergeant 
appears to be uneconomical and not in the 
best interest ef the service. To place these 
EM in a purely administrative job is a 
waste of manpower, 

For reasons stated above, it is my opin- 
ion that present pay for first sergeants is 
more than adequate and that attempts 
should be made to give the first. sergeaiit 
more responsibility rather than more pay. 

* . 

THE DUTIY®S and responsibilities of 
sergeants major have also decreased dur- 
ing past years, especially im those units 
servieed by battalien, regimental and/or 
group personnel seetiens. 

Many duties previeusly~performed by 
the sergeant majer are now handled by 
the personnel sections. In the missile bat- 
talions, where the personnel sections are 
consolidated on group level, the duties of 
battalion sergeant majer have so dimin- 
ished that none is actually required. A 
clerk typist can easily assume all the 


duties now performed by a sergeant major 
on that level. 

It has been said that the new enlisted 
grade structure affords NCOs in grade 
E-7 the chance te advance to grade E-8 
and E-9. This is not true, for advancement 
to first sergeant and sergeant major posi- 
tions will be limited to these who. possess 
some administrative  baekgroufd. You 
could hardly make a ballistic missile pro- 
pulsion and structure repairman or a 5ur- 
face to air missile fire control crewman 
a sergeant major .or first. sergeant: These 
EM are highly trained and their use as 
such would be a waste of technical man- 
power 

In view of the diminished responsibil- 
ity of sergeant majors it appears that a 
pay increase is not warranted. 
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be deleted on request. to

At CDEC, the question was 
raised of what would be done 
‘against an enemy deeply dug into 
cliffs to form a barrier against such 
a cavalry advance. 

“Don’t worry about that,” was 
the answer. But when pressed, 
briefing officers-took refuge behind 
the phrase “Developments in that 
area are classified.” 

Now it may be true that there 
are developments in that area and 
it may be that there are none. 
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But if a relatively unprotected 
small battle crew is faced with the 
concentration of firepower that a 
deeply dug-in enemy can bring to 
bear from a honeycomb complex of 
caves, launching tubes, hidden and 
retractable guns, how are they to 


. neutralize it and advance beyond? 


One way is to try to get high 
enough to get over it without be- 
ing shot down, Another way is to 
go around the flank. But there 
are areas where neither alternative 
is possible. There will be some 
times when the only way to defeat 
such a position is to destroy it. 

Mass attack would mean high 
casualties, vulnerability to atomi- 
zation. But history says that to 
mine such a position is a valid 
way to destroy it. 

In the past this has meant dig- 
ging a tunnel. under the position, 
massing explosive in this tunnel, 
blowing the Position up.

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_ WASHINGTON. — More than 1,400 enlisted men haye 
applied for college training under the Army’s new civil 
school program which was launched only last March 1. 


Of the number, 932 had their 
applications in by 1 June, making 
them eligible for possible selection 
for college classes starting. this 
September. 


The others, plus those who file 
between now and 1 October, have 
a chance to enter college in time 
for the spring or mid-winter se- 
mesters starting in late January of 
1959. 

This is not an officer procure- 
ment pregram, it was emphasized. 
Rather, it represents the need of 
the Army for college-trained en- 
listed men because of new weapons 
systems and concepts being de- 
veloped for space-age warfare 

It was not known as yet how 
many of the first 932 to file would 
get into college this fall. About 50 
enlisted men already have started 
classes at Purdue University and 
the Milwaukee School of Engineer- 
ing, and original plans called for 
‘about 300 to be accepted for the 


fall semester.

THOSE whose applications are 
mot immediately accepted are 
mot “out” Their applications will 
remain alive as long as they stay 
in the Army, subject only to the 
eondition that any enlisted man ac- 
cepted must. complete his college 
training. before his 35th birthday. 
Waivers on age are possible in 
special cases. 

Army. officials said applicants 
not processed in time for college 
this fall should not be discouraged 
since they could be accepted later. 

Meanwhile, they said, such ap- 
plicants should continue to take as 
many study courses leading to col- 
lege credits as possible, and—this 
is important—to keep the Army ad- 
vised of course completions so that 
their records can be kept up to 
date. This can be done simply by 
writing a letter to The Adjutant 
General School Section.

UNOFFICIALLY, it was pointed ' 


out, an alert enlisted man might 


speed the way to college training, 
by taking college placement ex- 
aminations or write to the college 
of his choice and obtain letters 
saying he would meet entrance re- 


quiremerts. Such records also 
should be forwarded to bring his 
application up to date. 

Of the applications submitted to 
date, the greatest number asked 
for training in the business admin- 
istration and engineering fields. 

Officials said that because the 
program is a new one it perforce 
is moving “‘quite slowly.” However, 
when the program passes through 
the September semester period, 
Army officials expect to have gain- 
ed experience so that it possibly 
can be speeded up.

THE BREST BREAK the enlisted 
man gets is that his application is 
kept current and that he is con- 
sidered every time there are open- 
ings for college training. 

The number selected for college 
is limited by the funds available, 
the ability of applicants to qualify,

the needs of the Army, and the law 
which says that no more than two 
percent of the Army’s enlisted 
strength (15,300 in an 

Army) may be in the civil school 
program at any one time, 

The program is open to anyone 
who served at least one year on ac- 
tive duty (including those serving 
two years’ obligated service) who 
can complete college by his 35th 
birthday and who otherwise meets 
the standards of education, charac- 
ter, potential, mental and physical 
ability, and so forth.

VOLUNTEERS have two op-: 
tions. They can take a short dis- 
charge and enlist for three years, 
the first one of which is spent in 
college: Or they can take a short 
discharge and enlist for six years, 
the first two of which are spent in 
college. 

An individual beginning his col- 
lege training under the program 
must take a four-year break be- 
tween the first and second half of 
his college schooling, during which 
he serves as a soldier. 

However, it would be possible 
for a man to get a degree in a 
\ gle six-year enlistment provided 
he previously had some college 
training or had completed enough 
off-duty courses which would count 
toward credits for a college degree.

THOSE WHO GET degrees un- 
der the program might qualify for 
Reserve officer commissions and 
later for commissions in the Regu- 
lar Army, even though the program 
is aimed basically at getting better- 
schooled enlisted men capable of 
handling the complex new weap- 
ons. 

From the number of applications 
received so far, the Army believes 
the program is off to a good start. 
Officials said they were deeply im- 
pressed by the seriousness of the 
applicants in wanting college-level 
schooling 

Final acceptance of enlisted men 
is not up to the Army, it was point- 
ed out, but up to the civilian 
schools which the. volunteer wants 
to enter. His application conceiv- 
ably could be cleared by the Army 
but_a college could turn him down 
if he faited to meet entrance re- 
quirements. 

Areas or fields that need enlisted 
men college trained, and details on 
how to file applications, are con- 
tained in Army Regulation 350-260 
normally available in company or 
battery orderly rooms,

THE ARMY expects the new 
grade structure and insignia to cor- 
rect the lack of sequence in en- 
listed insignia which resulted 
from elimination of the “buck 
sergeant” insignia in 1948.’ Revi- 
sion Of the enlisted grade struc- 
ture requifed by the new enlisted 
pay grades presented an oppor- 
tunity to meet the critcism which 
resulted from dropping the buck 


sergeant title and insignia, the 
Army said. 
“In order to bring back -the 


“buck sergeant” insignia the Army 
went on, “one of two steps had to 
be taken. Grades E-3 (private 
first class) and E-4 (corporal) had 
to be upgraded to corporal and 
—_ sergeant respectively, or 
grades E-5 (sergeant), E-6 (ser- 
geant first class) and E-7 (master 
sergeant) had to be ‘downgraded’ 
to ‘buck sergeant,’ staff sergeant 
and sergeant first class. 

“The first possibility was elim- 
inated because the grade of buck 
sergeant was felt to be the ‘key’ 
grade in the new enlisted grade 
structure, In a _ nine-pay-grade 
Army, and wnder present Army 
organization, there are not enough 
enlisted positions classified in 
grade E4 as NCO positions to give 
the buck sergeant title and insig- 
nia the importance desired. Buck 
sergeant (E-5) is the first NCO 
grade to which a ‘career’ enlisted 
man aspires after he determines 
to. stay in the Army.

“It has been pointed out be- 
fore that under the new career 
compensation act all enlisted per- 
sonnel with more than two years’ 
service will have a raise in pay, 
and that all the privileges former- 
ly enjoyed by non-commissioned 
officers are still in existence. The 
non-commissioned officer ranks of 
the Army now consist of five “top 
grades—instead of three.”

IN ITS REPORT, the committee 
blasted Defense for continually re- 
questing funds for items that are 
not essential to the military re- 
quirements of the country.

“The gravity of the present world 
situation which could result in a 
change in the direction of the 
spending of military appropriations 
has forced the committee to elimi- 
nate, many of these items which 
are not clearly essential under 
present circumstances,” the report 
said. 

It accused Defense planners of 
overleoking the importance of the 
construction program in relation 
to Defense needs, particularly in 
connection with new weapons. sys- 
tems and technical equipment.

THE COMMITTEE then laid out 
the Department for not fully using 
existing facilities’and not sharing 
facilities among services.

Ameri- 
can and British ships and aircraft 
can easily maintain a watch over 
Latakia — -blockade it im neces- 
sary. 

Flying the “volunteers” across 
Turkish and/or Iranian territory 
into Syria or some other Arab 
country is also’ attended with dif- 
fieulties. . The terrain is moun- 
tainous and inhospitable. Turkey, 
at least, hcs a pretty good radar 
warning system. But the really 
important Western. safeguard 
against such Soviet action is found 
in the huge complex of air bases 
lying around the Gulf of Iskender- 
un and the city of Adana in 
southeastern Turkey. 

These bases are admirably lo- 
cated to deal with the problem of 
violations of Turkish air space 
from beyond the Soviet frontier. 
They were, indeed, put where 
they are for that very purpose. 
Fighter and reconnaissance planes 
operating from theSe bases could 
detect and intercept. Soviet air- 
craft engaged in any such attempt. 
The use of long-range early-warn- 
ing aircraft could extend this sur- 
veillance over Iranian territory. 


Realistic Fire 
Alert Staged 
By Irwin Unit 


CAMP IRWIN, Calif..-Soldiers 
at Irwin had a practice alert last 
week to prepare the fire-fighting 
team from the Army Garrison in 
case they should be called in to 
combat the fires then burning in 
the San Bernardino Mountains 
area. .

THE ARMY’S program to de- 
termine the effeets of radiation on 
food was carried forward during 
1957-1958 with the feeding te vol- 
unteer troops of irradiated pork 
which had been stored six to twelve 
months at‘room temperature. 

There continues te be every in- 
dication that the food thus 
treated is harmless, and in gen- 
eral the soldiers accepted the 
food despite some flavor change 
brought about by irradiation. 

In medical supply, a medical ma- 
terial development program was in- 
tensified in 1957 to improve equip” 
ment used by field medical units 
and te previde light, compact, 
highly mobile, air-transportable 
field medical units with no sacri- 
fice in the standard of medical care.

ARMY Medical Service achieve- 
ments have heiped protect the 
health of the nation as well as the 
health of the Army. 

For instanee, the Medical Serv- 
fee played a leading role in alert- 
ing the nation te the hazard of in- 
fluenza before the 1957 pandemic 
had reached America. On April 18 
a newspaper item reported a flu 
outbreak in Hong Kong, and on 
that day the Army Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s Office cabled the Chief Sur- 
geon of the Army Forces in the 
Far. East requesting that an epi- 
demiologist be sent to investigate. 

Just 34 days after the news- 
paper report and only nine days 
after they had received the throat 
washings an Army Institute of 

Research team had determined 
that the new virus was one 
strikingly different from any 
known strain of influenza. 

This early action by the Army 
in considering the need for mass 
vaccination prompted the phar- 
maceutical industry to develep a 
vaccine. 

In burn research, the Army 
Medical Service has learned the 
importance of saline solutions, 
plasma and whole bleed in treating 
severely burned patients.

THE 1ST RAKKASANS are 
ready to go to the aid of any of 
the three marine battalions which 
are guarding vital areas of Beirut.

EXACT STRENGTH of the rein- 
forced Rakkasans has not been re- 
leased. To the nearly 1600-man air- 
borne battle group have _ been 
added attachments of engineers, 
signals, medics.

Pay Group to Study 
Civil Service Policies

RESIDENT EISENHOWER has asked Congress to set 
up a 15-man Joint Commission on the Civilian Employee 
Compensation Policy of the Federal Government. Needless 





to say, the President thinks the 
present policy is not good or there 
wouldn’t be any need for a commis- 
sion. Whether there is a need any- 
how is something that this colum- 
nist, with some difficulty, will re- 
frain from eommenting on, 

The commission would report 
by 1 Jan., 1960 with recommenda- 
tions on “a sound, basic com- 
pensation structure,” including 
methods of setting future pay 
adjustments — and that last is 
probably what is chiefly desired 
by those who talked the Presi- 
dent into the Commission idea: 
a way of giving raises by the 
executive branch without having 
to go through Congress. 

The President would appoint six 
members of the Commission 
three from the executive branch 
and three from the public (which

ARMY CHEMICAL CEN- 


TER, Md. — A new, more ef- 


fective type of oro-nasal air 


filtering mask (one which 
jeovers the nose and mouth of . 


the wearer) has been de- 
veloped by the Army Chemical 


Corps. 

The mask was designed primarily 
for use in testing the filtering effi- 
ciency of experimental biological 
and chemical warfare protective 
masks. It has been used for several 
years and has proved physically 
rugged without deteriorating after 
prolonged wearing. Because of this 


the filter, it appears that the mask 
may be suitable for a wide variety 
of other uses. 

The new mask has preved te 
be 10 to 15 times more effective 
in filtering out air-borne oo 
ica 
mask, according to its developers — 
in the Chemical Warfare Labora- 


’ tories here. 


The oro-nasal mask is designed 
for simplicity of manufacture and 
low cost. It is held to the face 
of the wearer by a flat sheet of 
surgical-type adhesive tape de- 
signed to form an airtight seal 
against the curve of the face. Un- 
like conventional contagion masks, 
it does not fog the lenses of per- 
sons wearing glasses. 


EXTENSIVE laboratory use-and 
field trials with troops indicate 
that skin irritation from prolonged 
wearing is virtually nonexistent. 
Some skin irritation may be en- 
countered from the tape, however, 
when the mask must be replaced 
frequently. 

Possible applications for its use 
are as a contagion mask to preveht 
exposure to toxic bacteria or when 
environmental sterility is manda- 
tory, as.a dust mask, an emergency 
mask or (after slight alteration in 
manufacturing techniques) as an 
odor protection mask,

Helicopter 
Crew Tackles 
Tough Lift 


FORT BENNING, Ga.— An H-34 
helicopter from Fort Benning’s 31st 
Trans. Co, starred in a tense but 
successful salvage mission of an 
H-21 helicopter July 16 near 
Comer, Ala. 

In order to move the wreckage 
to Benning, it was. necessary first 
to separate the downed craft into 
two parts. 

This done, the crew moved into 
action. After two unsuccessful at- 
tempts to raise the 3800-pound for- 
ward section of the H-21, during 
which time the H-34 and its crew 
were in danger because of the ex-

The 1200-pound aft portion of 
the H-21 posed a portage problem 
not because of its weight but be- 
cause its odd shape and unequal:

The crew of the H-34 also had 
to consider temperature and lack 
of wind, which made a take-off with 
a heavy load very difficult. 

Handling the tricky operation 
were CWO Harold W. Graham, 
pilot, and WO Wayne Youngblood, 
co-pilot. 

The H-21 crashed July 10 in ma- 
neuvering to avoid a thunderstorm 
while en route from Fort Bragg, 
N.C. , to Eglin Air Force Base, Fla.

Today several of us in my ROTC unit at the university went out to Fort Eisenhower 
for the “open-house” put on by the 26th Infantry Battle Group, and to see the various 


demonstrations and displays of equipment. 


It was all extremely interesting and I know you would have liked to see it all yourself, 


The Army has changed considerably in many ways, just since you retired back in 
65, and I know you would have noticed some changes from the way you told me it was 


during World War II and the Korean War. 


The first thing we did when we got to Fort Eisenhower was to visit the troop bar- 


racks. Now that the Army’s policy 
of dispersion and decentralization 
of installations has 
been completely imple- $50 
ae me posts are 
a lot gmaller, so we ' 
could visit all the dif- AWARD 
ferent unit locations within the 
barracks very easily.

THE UNITS making up the 
battle group at the post are: the 
four combat companies of the 26th, 
“Cc” Battery of the 33d Field Ar- 
tillery (multi-purpose missile), 
“C” Troop of the 4th Cavalry (re- 
connaisance), Hq. Co., Service Co. 
and, of course, the 26th Air-Am- 
phibious Transportation Battalion. 

All the units are billeted in the 
big underground barracks, which 
has central air conditioning, and 
all the other installations on the 
post are also underground. 

We visited a company orderly 
room first, and a company admin- 
istrative specialist demonstrated to 
us the operation of the company’s 
records and reports machine. It 
was very interesting and I can see 
why the Army adopted it as it elim- 
inates the necessity for all the ad- 
ditional administrative personnel 
that used to be required and allows 
just the company administrative 
specialist to handle all the com- 
panies records and reports by him- 
self. 

Of course, as the “Admin” man 
pointed out to us, company admin- 
istration has been further simpli- 
fied by the use of expendable plas- 
tic-paper material for all of the or- 
ganizational clothing, bedding, bar- 
rack bags etc. which used to have 
to be accounted for and laundered 
in the old days. 

a 


ALL PERSONNEL wear this ex- 
pendable clothing while on duty, 
which they can replace from the 
supply issuing machines when it 
wears out or gets soiled. The stor- 
age problem for their dress blues 
and civilian clothing has been sim- 
plified by the installation of a sonic 
dry cleaning storage closet in each 
squad room. 

After visiting the barracks we 
watched a weapons demonstration 
by one of the combat companies. 

They demonstrated the two types 
of weapons which constitute the 
armament of a combat company: 
the B-75 machine carbine, which 
replaces the M-14, M-15, and M-60 
machine gun as well as the pistol, 
which were in use when you were 
in the Army, and the M-80 combat 
carrier armed with a 40mm anti- 
tank gun-howitzer. 

The 26th is one of the first out- 
fits to be issued this new combat 
carrier. It combines the function 
of the old amphibious helio-tank 
and the armored personnel carrier. 
The driver can operate the 40mm 
piece himself if the five-man squad 


is not riding in the carrier. 
» » * 
I GUESS I ought to tell you a 
bit about these two weapons. The 
M-75 carbines fires a .22 caliber 


hyper-velocity bullet either semi or 
full automatically. The weapon 
weighs about five pounds when 
loaded with a full 40-pound maga- 
zine. Because of its super-high 


velocity, which is in excess of 6000 
foot seconds, its light, small bul- 
let will maintain almost a com- 
pletely flat trajectory for over 750 
yards, which precludes the neces- 
sity for having adjustable sights. 

The piece is equipped with a 
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folding bipod for stability and the 
soldiers are taught to rely on semi- 
automatic aimed fire and to with- 
hold full automatie fire for emer- 
gencies, 

The 40mm anti-tank gun-howitzer 
mounted on the M-80 combat 
carrier also is semi-automatic and 
fires either hyper-velocity anti-tank 
projectiles or ultra high explosive. 
Because the eharge can be ad- 
justed, the piece can be used for 
either flat trajectory or howitzer 
type fire and can be elevated up 
to 80 degrees. 

With the gyro-stabilizer, which 
keeps the piece level at all times, 
and the automatic range finder, 
first-round hits are a sure thing. 
The ultra HE round has about the 
same effect as the 155 howitzer 
round used in the old days.

OH YES, I forgot to mention that 
the M-80 combat carriers, as well 
as all the other vehicles, are now 
powered by solar batteries so there 
is no fuel supply problem any more. 

After the demonstration we had 
lunch at the enlisted mess. As all 
rations used in the field are pre- 
prepared nowadays and can be 
infra-red heated by the user, there 
are no more unit kitchens. In gar- 
rison the Army uses a catering 
service which operates a big res- 
taurant and the men have numer- 
ous choices to select from, which 
of course is wonderful for morale. 
The mess we ate in was for the 
privates and junior specialists, 

There are three general cate- 
gories of enlisted men in the Army 
now and five basic grades: Of 
course, there are various pro- 
ficiency and responsibility supple- 
mentary pays within each grade, 
but the five grades establish rank, 
precedence ,and privilege. 

The lowest category consists of 
E-1 Private and E-2 Junior Spe- 
calist; the middle group of “Non- 
Commissioned Officers” consists of 
the E-3 Corporals and Senior Spe- 
cialists and E-4 Sergeants. The top 
group are the E-5 Master Sergeants.

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SRITISH WRITER REPORTS: 
Queen’s Army 
Going Modern

ALTHOUGH Britain’s Army is to be re- ” 


duced to only 285,000 men by April 
1959, and hopes to end National Service. 
(the draft) by 1963, the weapons with which it is 
equipped render it a most formidable striking-force. 

For example, instead of the old Lee-Enfield rifle, 
the FN rifle is standard. This Belgian model made 
in Britain has 20 cartridges of .30 caliber in its 
magazine; in addition, it carries a short blade bayo- 
net which is less cumbersome than the told type 
and less awkward-in close fighting than the long, 
triangular “skewers” favored by the French Army 
of War I; 15,000 FN rifles have already been issued. 

Besides the Bren gun, which established its 
ascendancy in War H, the new “sub-machine gun” 
— officially termed L2 — is a deadly weapon. 

* - * 

WHEN INFANTRY fices tanks, the recoil- 
less antitank weapon known as “MOBAT” is stan- 
dard equipment. “MOBAT” went through some 
teething troubles or growing pains, but these have 
now been overcome. 

The question of morale has not been. overlooked. 
Nothing gives. a force more self-confidence — in 
peace-time — than the inner assurance. that it is 
smartly turned out. Morale through clothes is not 
mere window-dressing; in fact, the whole théory 
of what is called in army language “spit and polish” 
has a solid psychological basis. 

The major re-organization required to enable 
a smaller force of enlisted regular troops to do the 
job of a larger force of National Service mén in- 
volves using civilians for non-combatant duties. At 
the present time, the ratio of civilians employed 
by the army compared with soldiers is one to three; 
but, by the time reorganization has been com- 
pleted, it will be raised to one to one. 

* 2 * 

THE NEW British Army is geared to the future. 
Not only are conventional weapons mofé~efficient; 
not only is the transport more. rapid and more serv- 
iceable, but the miracles of modern ballistics have 
been brought into use- Two regiments of artillery 
have been equipped with guided weapons, the Min- 
ister of War, Christopher Soames, announced re- 
cently. 

The rates of pay have been increased to stimu- 
late reeruiting. In 1913,.a soldier's pay was one 
shilling (14 cents) a day; by 1948, it had risen to 
28 shillings per week; now, it stands at 84 shill- 
ings a week ($11.76). 

In addition, barracks are no longer the gloomy, 
comfortless and.dreary buildings of tradition. More 
and more establishments are being modernized; 
proper married quarters are under construction; 
and the quality of the housing, the comfort and 
increase of labor-saving devices for the soldiers 
wife are undergoing steady improvement. 

” . . 

THE ADVANCES made in psychological tests — 
so that the right man gets the right military job 
— are being fully exploited. 

The mere diminution of numbers, it is only right 
to point out; does not mean that the country is less 
willing to defend itself; nor does the provision of 
good conditions. mean that the army is going “soft.” 

With a basis of little more than 100,000 regular 
troops stationed in Britain in 1914, a force of over 
6,000,000 was raised during War I; and with an 
Army cut to the bone, during the economic de- 
pression and Pacifist wave of the early 1930’s, more 
than 5,000,000 were put into the field during War II.

“Ner shall any State deprive any person of 
life, liberty, or property, without due process of 
law”—Fourteenth Amendment. 

On July 28, 1868, the Fourteenth Amendment 
to the Constitution was ratified. It was framed 
to grant citizenship and civil liberties to the freed 
Negroes—equal protection to all citizens under 
the law. It has not been easy to administer. 

Reeent interpretations have greatly amplified 
its scope, emphasis being directed to the “due 
process of law” angle. The Supreme Court has 
interpreted the word.“person” to include’ cor- 
porations—to protect their property rights from 
infringement’ by the States. Under its aegis the 
courts have been generous to Big Business, This 
deprived the States of the exercise ef much of 
their police power, and greatly strengthened the 
Federal Government.—M. S. WHITE.

BUCK ROGERS STYLE 









Future Army May 
Have Flying Gls 


° By DAVID PURSGLOVE 


N a Saturday morning in the fall of 1940 a portable 

flame thrower was demonstrated to West Point cadets. 
The excitement of a big football game only a few hours 
away obscured a small incident and a brief exchange of 
remarks that may be recorded in history as a major turning point 
im modern warfare. 

Within a few years, Army top officers who witnessed that demon- 
stration as cadets may be directing the use of almost unrecogniz- 
able modifications of: War II flame throwers in a new and fantastic 
kind of “ground” warfare. “ 

Many of those candets soon will be retiring after 20 years’ 
service and they, at middle age, will be able to join even much older 
civilian friends in hiking, skiing, mountain climbing and even foot- 
racing — all without tiring, thanks to “flame throwers” stpapped to” 
their bodies. 

Some may enter private business and may even commute from 
home to work through. the air and without airplanes, but with the 
aid of flame throwers that have become flying belts. 

; - om * 

THE DEVICE, which may give the foot soldier the greatest ele- 
ment of surprise and the greatest tactical advantage ever introduced 
into warfare, is the‘Buck Rogers” personal rocket belt. 

When it reaches its perfected state, which should require 
about two years’ work, the Buck Rogers will be a true flying belt 
similar to that worn since 1933 by the comic strip character. 
It will allow soldiers to travel several miles at a choice of alti- 
_ tudes, change direction at will, and land safely. 

Test models are already ‘starting to live up to their name, and 
have surpassed the implications of the project name, “Grasshopper.” 
They have allowed men to run 35 miles per hour for several seconds 
without tiring, jump trenches 20 feet wide from a running start, 
and rise eight feet into the air from a standing position. 

« * 

IN ONLY .a few months of actual working time, preceded by 
a series of conferences, this age-old dream of science fiction writers 
was. forced into reality by a group of imaginative young engineers 
at Reaction Motors Division, Thiokol Chemical Corp., Denville, N.J. 

Their only starting material was what some persons have called 
a “pipe dream” of the very green Corps of Engineers second lieu- 
tenant who tried to stir up interest in the workings of a flame throw- 
er while his audience was more concerned with the possible outcome 
of the impending football game. 

Charles M. Parkin Jr., now a lieutenant colonel at Fort Belvoir, 
Va., home of the Army Engineers, was the officer whose imagination 
was excited by a near accident and chance remark. The enlisted 
man who caused the incident remains only a face, but not a name.

IN THOSE DAYS, flame throwers consisted of two large tanks, 
one of fuel oil and one of compressed nitrogen to provide pressure 


on the oil, a spark mechanism to create a flame from hydrogen con- 
tained in a small tank, hoses, a pipe and a nozzle. 

One of the men — Col. Parkin recalls that he probably was 
a sergeant — inadvertently turned the valve on a tank that already 
had been filled with nitrogen. As he hastily closed the knob on 
the hissing gas, he turned to the then Lt. Parkin and asked, “What 
do you suppose would happen if I opened this thing all the way?” 

The lieutenant thought about it for a moment, then answered, 
Well, I guess it could go skittering across the field, but it would be 
too risky to try it here.” 

“Then you mean,” the soldier said, “that if I put a lot more gas 
in here—really build the pressure way up—I could hang onto the 
tank and maybe go flying”?

THE SOLDIER’S idea plagued Lt. Parkin for many weeks. 
Finally, he had an opportunity to test the possibility of individual 
rocket propulsion at. Fort Belvoir 

He first strapped one of the heavy tanks of highly compressed 
nitrogen on his shoulders. Then, just before he was ready to turn 
the slow-acting hand valve, it occurred to him that with the tank 
strapped so high on his body he might simply be thrown on his face. 

He lowered the tank closer to the body’s center of gravity near 
the hips. Then, after slowly turning the hand valve until it was 
fully open, he mad a standing broad jump. The jump measured 11 
feet. 

Then he jumped several times without the tank on his back 
The best he could do was about eight feet. Logically, Parkin asked 
himself:« If I ean considerably increase my jumping distance with 
this heavy tank and slow valve, how much greater would be the 
effect with a much lighter tank, an immediate action release valve 
and greater ‘thrust—perhaps from a small chemical rocket? 

* * > 

DURING THE YEARS that followed, Col. Parkin never forgot 

about the Buck Rogers rocket. On tours at Belvoir he was. able to 


make further tests, mostly on his own time and at no expense to 
the Army. \ 

Finally, in 1955, and with the help of civilian scientists at Bel- 
voir, Col. Parkin was able to interest the CO of the Engineer Re- 


search and Development Laboratories in the project. 

Col. H. F. Sykes Jr., recently retired and-now with Chrysler’s 
missile division, granted permission for Col. Parkin to investigate 
the idea on a limited scale, Four private companies became interested 
in the idea. One of these, Reaction Motors, Inc., which recently 
merged with Thiokol Chemical Corp., assigned engineers to the job 
of making practical hardware from the basic idea, without waiting 
for Army funds. 

These engineers now believe that, given two years from such 
time as the.Army may accept their work as a formal project, the 
Buck Rogers will be in every sense a “flying belt.”

‘THE Encyclopaedia Britannica {is 

perhaps the most unusual ven- 
ture in publishing history. The in- 
stitution is 190 years old and is now 
the best-known reference work in 
the world.

Diamond Rings ; 
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By TOM SCANLAN 


Records

GOOD many of the “Jazz at the Phil- 

harmonic” concert recordings issued 
during the past decade by Norman Granz 
have met with faint praise from many jazz enthusi- 
asts, and justifiably so. 

For one thing, too often the musicians, great 
as they might be in another context, appeared to 
perform like trained seals at JATP concerts. Mean- 
ing that they played down to what was frequently 
an infantile audience, the kind which views jazz 
as something one yells “GO GO” at. Too many 
JATP records, therefore, lacked taste, originality, 
variety, and a genuine jazz spirit. 

But comment of this kind cannot be made about 
the latest group of JATP records, five in number, 
which were taped during 1957 JATP performances 
at New York’s Carnegie Hall, the Chicago Civic 
Opera House and the Los Angeles Shrine Audi- 
torium. Much of the music on these records is of 
permanent value. 

To my mind, the best of the five new LPs, and 
this is undoubtedly a matter of taste, is “Coleman 
Hawkins and Roy Eldridge at the Opera House” 
(Verve 8266). The tunes are old ones which have 
been played over and over again but the improvisa- 
tions by Hawk and Roy are fresh and exciting and 
will unquestionably stand the test of time. 

So perhaps the rhythm section—the Modern Jazz 
Quartet minus Milt Jackson—is not as strong, as 
driving, as another rhythm section (such as the 
Oscar Peterson Trio) might have been. In any event, 
it’s an excellent record. 

Listen, for example, to Roy’s three trumpet 
choruses on “The Walker” (known to this writer 
as “Stompin’ at the Savoy”) or his four choruses 
on “Kerry” (and I still call this “Sweet Georgia 
Brown”) for a demonstration of masterful jazz 
trumpet playing. 

Or, if you want to pinpoint the thing down 
even more, concentrate on Roy’s first four bars 
in the second chorus of Sweet Georgia (or “Kerry’ 
if you will). 

And Hawkins, too, plays superbly throughout. 
I have an idea that Hawk’s greatest admirers may 
view this LP as one of the best the dean of tenor 
men has made. 

Another excellent JATP set is “Elia Fitzgerald 
at the Opera House” (Verve 8264). Ella is typi- 
cally “too much”, Songs are It’s All Right With 
Me, Baby Don’t You Go Away Mad Bewitched, 
These Foolish Things, I‘ll Wind, Goody Goody, 
Moonlight in Vermont, Stompin’ at the Savoy and 
Lady Be Good.

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Neuberger Supports 
Alaska Highway Bill 


By SEYMOUR CARFAX 


ber ery was much oratory and great jubilation in Washing- 
ton when the legislation was completed bringing Alaska 
into the union and the automobile edged itself right into the 


middle of the remarks of at least 
one enthusiast. 

After describing Alaska as “a 
State larger jn area than Texas, a 
Btate whose mountains include a 
peak higher than any in the pres- 
ent 48 states, a State with vast 
natural resources and with a pop- 
ulation of splendid, patriotic 
Americans,” Senator Neuberger of 
Oregon put forth this challenge: 

“Now let us make it possible for 
more Americans to get there.” 

Forthwith he introduced a bill 
to authorize the paving of the 
Alaska Highway in Canada, with 
the cooperation of the Canadian 
Government. 

When you consider the great 
$50 billion highway program which 
is now underway, Mr. Neuberger’s 
suggestion for a few millions — 
only $6 millionea year for the 
next six fiscal years — seems 
very modest for what he believes 
we will get for it. Some 300 miles 
on Alaskan soil are already hard- 
surfaced. More than 1200 miles 
within Canadian territory are 
gravel surface. 

The bill provides that, in addi- 
tion to sharing the cost, the Gov- 
ernment of Canada “will agree to 
maintain the highway after its 
completion, and will make it acces- 
sible on free and non-discrimina- 
tory terms to United States traf- 
fic with reciprocity of licensing 
and so forth.” 

” - * 

THE BUREAU of Standards, it 
is understood, has already pre- 
pared estimates on the cost on 
which the figures in the appropria- 
tion were based. If the recent un- 
pleasantness in the Middle East 
should spread to the vincinity of 
the new-born State there might be 
considerable stimulation on the 
part of the U.S., and Canada as 
well, it getting the job done in 
less than six years. 

Senator Neuberger feels that the 
undertaking is justified by analogy 
with the Inter-American Highway, 
connecting Texas and the Canal 
Zone. Mexico paid for the stretch 
of 1600 miles which runs through 
her territory. Congress has appro- 
priated over $128 million to com- 
plete the highway to the Canal 
Zone, with the local funds furnish- 
ing one-third of the cost, but the 
Secretary of State has the author- 
ity to waive the matching funds 
if the Central American country 
involved can’t raise them. Already

the authrization has been increased 
by $10 million, 

“I believe that the Inter-Ameri- 
can Highway ig a necessary and 
valuable product,” says Senator 
Neuberger, “and I these 
expenditures for its completion, I 
refer to it only to show the rela- 
tive magnitude and significance of 
the expenditures, proposed, which 
would be substantially less under 
the 50-50 formula assumed in my 
bill for the paving of the Alaska 
Highway.”

WHEN THIS very active and 
very vocal junior Senator from 
Oregon talks on this subject, he 
is very much at home. In World 
War II he was aid-de-camp to the 
late James A. O’Connor, of the 
Corps of Engineers, who was in 
charge of construction of the Al- 
can Highway, now called the 
Alaska Highway. He speaks with 
enthusiasm of those days, not 
merely because he is a passionate 
lover of the out-of-doors and has 
never felt quite happy in the ster- 
ile marble corridors of the na- 
tional Capitol, but because he was 
so impressed with the importance 
of the undertaking. 

“I have traveled many times,” 
he recalled, “from Fairbanks to 
Dawson, ough measureless soli- 
tudes of pine forests and majestic 
mountains. I have made the pil- 
grimage in our Army command 
cars and in patrol vehicles of the 
famous Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. 

“And I know full well we will 
never have reliable land contact 
with Alaska until the Alaska High- 
way is paved, and until a railroad 
is thrust northward through Rocky 
Mountain trench.” 

There is no doubt there will be 
support for this measure, but the 
question of who shall pay for our 
roads — wherever they may be 
built, is about to undergo a special 
study by Congress and this will 
create a field day for the lobby- 
ists for the motorists and the 
truckers’ associations, 

Meanwhile, there is another proj- 
ect which may affect the truckers 
as well as all motorists. One of its 
concerns ig the optimum weight 
and sizes of vehicles. It is a $22 
million dollar experiment which 
will make tests to produce facts 
and figures concerning the design 





and construction of highways.

NCE you have decided to buy 

a home, you should make-a 
realistic appraisal of the desires 
and needs of your family as 
weighed against the amount of 
money you feel you can spend for 
your new home. 

It is wise to set a cost limit, 
basing your estimate on these three 
factors: First, your security in busi- 
ness or as a wage earner; second 
your chance of having to under- 
take the support of additional de- 
pendents; third, your ability to 
forego unnecessary - luxuries and 
speculative expenditures. 

How much you should spend for 
a home depends largely upon your 
scale of living and how carefully 
family income is managed. The 
general rule of thumb most fre- 
quently quoted is 242 times the an- 
nual income, a figure which should 
be further qualified by the cost 


of living in the particular com- 
munity in which you plan to live. 

Since there is no pat “formula” 
to take into account the overall 


cost of home ownership, you should 
investigate every factor bearing on 
expense. Here your builder can be 
of considerable help, for he is ex- 
perienced in the economics of 
owning a home and can assist you 
in arriving at a realistic estimate. 

Again, your builder can be 
especially helpful when it comes 
to assistance in the mechanics of 
financing a home. He is able, 
through his specialized experience, 
to advise you on the method of 
financing which best meets your 
needs. 

Generally speaking, there are 
three types of mortgage loan plans 
available today:

UNDER THE Veteran’s Admin- 
istration, or “G.I. Loan” program, 
VA can guarantee the lender 


against loss up to 60 percent of the 
loan with a maximum guarantee of 





$7,500. To be eligible, borrowers 
must have served in the armed 
forces during the emergencies aris- 
ing from World War II or Korea. 

To qualify for a VA guaranteed 
loan the house must be sold for 
no higher price than the VA ap- 
praisal. Though veterans may sell 
houses with VA guaranteed loans 


to non-veterans, they are still re- 
sponsible for the payment of the 
loan balance. The G.I. program has 
been almost completely dormant 
for the past year and a half due 
to the general scarcity of mortgage 
money: and its low interest rates, 
which are set by Congress. How- 
ever, additional stimulus has been 
given this program by the recent 
Emergency Housing Act of 1958 
which extended for two years the 
eligibility of World War. IL. vet- 
erans and provided for a higher 
interest rate of 4% percent, 
o + 7” 


THE FEDERAL Housing Ad- 
ministration will insure mortgage 
loans on houses which meet their 
“minimum property requirements” 
for purchasers who meet FHA 
qualifications. These loans are 
made for a set interest rate (now 
(5% percent) and vary depending 
upon the price bracket of the house 
and provisions of current housing 
legislation. This program also was 
given a boost by the Emergéncy 
Housing Act of 1958, which re- 
moved discount controls and low- 
ered down payment requirements 
for moderate to lower-priced hous- 
ing. 

Mortgage lenders will require 
that property be protected by in- 
surance from such hazards as fire, 
windstorm, explosions and so forth. 
In addition, a purchaser will gen- 
erally avail himself of insurance 
which will pay off the balance of 
the mortgage should he die or be- 
come disabled.

THE HISTORY. of the league 
shops is as strikingly the history 
of the league itself'as the develop- 
‘ment of the annual fair, according 
to League Director David R. 
Campbell. In the early years of the 
league’s organization, the shops 
were often as not a set of rooms in 
a dwelling-house, a rented store, 
or part of one. The league badge, 
in those years. a red-white-and- 
green hanging sign in the shape of 
two-dimensional house-with chim- 
ney, was almost the only symbol by 
which visitors could recognize. the 
location #f a league handcrafts 
shop. 

Many of the shops have been 
unable to. continue operation under 
this set-up. 

Gradually, according. to the 
league director, a trend has devél- 
oped in which home industries 
groups in a locality, with assist- 
ance from headquarters, have been 
able to build or rénovate struc- 
tures of their own, or to arrange 
with state or local authorities for 
a permanent location. 

No longer, according to Director 
Campbell, are these shops merely 
“quaint” or “countrified.” The 
trend has been toward contempo- 
rary architecture, the better to re- 
flect the higher level of sophisti- 
cation in league production, - as 
professional craftsmen have aided 
native workers in handcrafis to- 
ward development of original de- 
sign. Not that traditional hand- 
crafts have- been neglected. 

The fine ‘techniques and patterns 
of the village crafts people are 
still reflected in league produc- 
tion. But now, Campbell says, in 
keeping with a wide interest in 
handcrafts all through the nation, 
the trend is toward original con- 
ception in display of handcrafts as 
well as in the products themselves. 

In the opinion of the league di- 
rector, the trend from the earlier 
“home industries’ approach _ to 
handcrafts in New Hampshire, in 
favor of more highly developed 
professional skill and originality of 
design, has helped the state to 
maintain a top-rank -position in a 
nation in which handcrafts have 
increasing prestige.

ONE of the most hopeful things about the Recession is 
that—except for some of the well-intentioned but il- 
logical psychological pump-primers—few hr insisted on

Remember how everybody said 
in the early stages of the slump 
that it was entirely up to the 
consumer? 

And this is what happened, ac- 
cording to the First City National 
Bank of New York’s Bulletin, an 
organ not given to over-optimistic 
orgies: 

“Throughout the business de- 
cline, the relatively steady floW of 
personal income has been a power- 
ful stabilizing influence .., In- 
creased government transfer pay- 
ments—unemployment insurance, 
social security and veterans’ bene- 
fits—have “offset $5 billion of the 
$8 billion decline in the annual 
rate of labor income and have been 
largely responsible for the advance 
in personal income in March, April 
and May.” 

And looking ahead, “A further 
rise in personal income is likely 
when expanded unemployment in- 
surance goes into effect in many

states” and since the Federal Govy- 
ernment increased civil service 
post office fo peeeee and 
armed forces’ salaries. 

The rise in employment in the 
manufacturing in es after be- 
ing on the debit side for 18 months 
was, of course, held as a happy au- 
gur. The fecent high school and 
college graduates who helped swell 
the ranks of the unemployed simply 
by. asking for a job and not getting 
it, didn't feel too happy, perhaps, 
but since they had had no income 
the day before they started look- 
ing for work, they aren’t reducing 
the amount of money in circulation 
appreciably now. 


Before giving Mr. and Mrs. Con- 
sumer too much credit for fiscal 
acumen or loyal expenditure for 
the good of the economic order, 
we are forced te note with some 
discomifiture the comment of one 
of the Federal ‘referees for the U.S. 
District Court in Southern Cali- 
fornia, Joseph Rifkind, who is 
quoted as saying: 


“The rate of bankruptcy is shock- 
ing. It shows people are carrying 
so much credit they haven't re- 
serves left for trouble even of the 
slightest nature.” (And many 
should get no credit for their means 
of debt-cdodging.) 

The number of persons and busi- 
nesses (90,000) who went through 
bankruptcy prcecedures in the past 
fiscal year was 23 percent over the 
year befcre and the percentage has 
been steadily rising from less than 
11,000 in 1946. Of course, reports 
the Wall! Street Journal which has 
been looking into the matter, “the 
recession gets some blame .. . 
but it’s not the only reason.”

NOTING the long-term rise, it 
agrees with Mr. Rifkind that “the 
great increase in consumer debt 
is caused, in part, by easier terms” 
and “alsv, a growing number of 
wage earners are discovering the 
bankruptcy road often offers an 
astonishingly simple and relatively 
painless way out of debt.” 


Other less laudable excuses of- 
fered by debt-dudgers are “expen- 
sive wives, biting dogs (producing 
damages suits), two cars and, of 
course, the high-pressure salesman. 
It is astounding how much, under 
the laws of many States, a bank- 
rupt can preserve of his material 
assets and still legally turn up his 
nose at his creditors. 

Naturally, the factors stressed in 
the economic picture by the Bank- 
ers differ slightly from those 
pointed up by spokesmen for labor. 
The AFL-CIO’s Economic Trends, 
calls attention to the fact that Con- 
sumer Spending has really been 
lower than the figures show, be- 
cause they are calculated in dol- 
lars, not goods, and the cost of 
living has been rising steadily, not 
to mention the fact that the popu- 
lation has increased by three mil- 
lions over a year ago. 

It also observes that the increase 
in personal income rose “primarily 
because of the rise in government 
imsurance and social security pay- 
ments” while “income from wages 
and salaries dropped...” 

That, of course is true, but the 
point is the consumer kept con- 
suming to a healthy extent. Healthy, 
that is, if it didn’t end in bank-

to get Madame Chiang out “when 
the Japs were laying for her.” 
That was when she came to this 
country to ask Congress for aid.

Formosa is 
just part of the great overall 
plan. On the mainland opposite 
Formosa, the Chinese Reds are 
building powerful military in- 
stallations and the Soviets are 


supplying them with missiles 
and nuclear weapons. When 
they want, the Russian commu- 
nists will give the signal to go 
ahead,” she said. 

Madame Chiang and her 71-year- 
old husband, the Generalissimo, 
have vowed a death stand on For- 
mosa if the communists attack 
They have called on Americans to 
reject any disarmament decisions 
which might destroy the free 
world’s will and means to fight.

ing. Furnished apartments are non- 
existent and furniture prices are 
very high. I suggest you bring 
wardrobes and cabinets, as built- 
in closets are very hard to find. 
Cabinets cost from $50 up. 

Electricity is 220 AC, and trans- 
formers are needed.for American 
electrical appliances. 

Television costs approximately 
$37 a year for taxes. Television 
sets must be converted for use 
here. 

In most places trash and garbage 
is collected every morning. 

The grade school is in Verona. 
The high school is in Vicenza, a 
45-minute train ride away. Train 
transportation is supplied by the 
Army, as is bus transportation to 
and from the home. 

The commissary is good and the 
PX is being enlarged. Clothing is 
quite a problem here as we have 
a small clething store and the local 
stores leave much to desired as 
far as price and choice goes. 

The best bet over here is a small 
car because the streets are narrow 
and driving is a lot different due 
to the many bicycles. Gas is very 
cheap — 100 liters fer $3.60 to 
$4.60. It is necessary to have a 
local driver’s license (SETAF). A 
road test is required. 

Bring a rain coat for sure. The 
summer is very nice, but since I 
have been here only four months, 
I can only quote others who say 
the winter months are “very cold.” 

Maids are available but hard to 
find. They work for 15,000 to 20,- 
000 lire (about $25 to $30) a 
month, depending on hours, num- 
ber of children, etc. 

There is much to do here, Italy 
is a very beautiful country. Many 
parties are given and I suggest 
you bring two or three formals 
and several cocktail dresses to 
last you for the tour of duty. You 
can have clothing made but ma- 
terial is very expensive here. 

You will be met at the train sta- 
tion by a sponsor and a hotel 
room will be waiting for you. I 
hope this will give you some idea 
of what Italy is like. If you have 
any questions please write to me.

A glass like 
the Bushnell, or the Unertl Hawk, 
or the Leupold & Stevens Moun- 
taineer, or the Lyman All-Ameri- 
can. The scope mount is just as 
important, practically, as the scope. 
It should be a super rugged type 
like the Buebler-or the Redfield. 

Alaska is lovely, magnificent, 
glorious—but the weather stinks. 
It rains. And rains. And rains. Also 
it snows and gets colder than a 
Frenchman’s heart. You need warm 
clothing. And waterproof clothing. 
And footwear that’s both warm and 
dry. The best of this omter’s 
apparel is made by an old Alaska 
outfitter name of Eddie Bauer.

New Circular 
Sets Rules on 
Mental Ills 


WASHINGTON .—The Army this 
eek reported that “considerable 
lifficulty is. being encountered in 
he processing of mentally ill de- 
pendents of military personnel in 
bvers@a areas who are evacuated 
for admission and treatment in 
rmy hospitals” in this country. 

It explained the difficulty arises 
hen the military sponsor of such 
patient is not available to assume 
esponsibility for arranging dispo- 
ition to non-military medical fa- 
ilities if the patient should de- 
mand release from Army hospitals. 

A warning’was given that the 
Army reluctantly might have to 
turn some patients over te police 
departments when no relative is 
available te assume custody or 
make other arrangements. 

Because. of the situation, the 
rmy published a new circular 
40-28) to establish uniform pro- 
edurés in such: cases. 

If the sponsor. cannot return 
with the patient, hé is ordered to 
Bive in writing the.mame, ad- 
uress, relationship and telephone 
humber of an interested relative 
who would assume responsibility. 
Ht was stressed that the Army has 
mo legal right to hold any adult 
Cependent against his or her will 
st such a patient should demand re- 

ase.

DAILY LIFE at Thule can be 
challenging. During the long win- 
ter night with extreme cold and 
harsh wind, frost bite is a deadly 

n. Men are tied together 
wien they venture outside and fol- 
low ropes strung from building to 
building, Im seeends exposed flesh 
freezes. Arctic training must be 
followed down to the last detail 
for it means the difference be- 
tween life and death. Temperatures 
have dropped as low as 60 degrees 
below zero and winds have reached 
velocities of 124 miles per hour. 
Man without the very best in equip- 
ment and training could do little 
in the constant battle with the 
arctic for survival. 

In contrast, the summer. brings 
24 hours of sunshine each day. The 
ice and snow at Thule melt and 
dry ground appears. Plants and 
flowers bloom as temperatures rise 
to the high fifties. The great 
Greenland ice cap, miles deep and 
covering two. thirds of the con- 
tinent, remains however, only to 
give off streams of water which 
flow down to the ocean. The 
migratory birds return for their 
summer visit. Thule becomes a 
laud of sunshine and color. 















FORT ORD, Calif.—Earthworms 
have always had a dirty deal. But 
the situation at Camp Roberts is 
particularly disturbing since MSgt. 
Clayton M. Murray, S-4 section, ar- 
rived on the scene with his elec- 
tric “worm-digger.” 

The desperate annelids are 
shocked by the whole thing. Mur- 
ray’s worti-diggsr is nothing more 
than a steel rod, about three feet 
long, connected to 50 feet of com- 
mon light cord, When stuck into 
the ground, the rod sends out elec- 
tric shock waves around an area 
about four feet in radius. 

“Works best in a lawn or fer- 
tilized area,” Murray explains. 
“You just stick the rod into the 
ground, plug in the cord, and watch 
them come to the surface.” 

Murray and his friend SFC 
Marbis D. Catlin, also of the S-4 
Section at Roberts, used the device 
recently on one of the post lawns. 
Within an hour’s time they had 
gathered more than 4000 worms. 
The two men supplied themselves 
and their friends with bait for 
several fishing excursions.

Fisherman's ‘Magic Wand’

his worm-digger from an old 
farmer down in Georgia who used 
a similiar device to rid his fields 
of some pesky chinch bugs. 

He’s had his digger for some 
seven years now. “Bet I’ve dug up 
a half-a-ton of worms in that time,” 
he said. 

The apparatus costs only $1.50 to 
assemble. All that’s needed is a 
slender rod — steel works best — 
about 50 feet of single strand cord, 
and a handle for the rod. Murray 
used the handle of his daughter’s 
jump rope. 

Remove the plug from one end 
of the cord, attach the wire to the 
steel rod, and plug it into a handy 
socket. You're in the worm-digging 
business. 


Rifle Squad 
Scores High 
In Practice 


FORT NIAGARA, N. Y.—As the 
opening of the National Rifle 
Championships approaches, it again

Army Medical Service late last 
week announced a program 
for appointment of qualified 
applicants as Reserve commis- 
sioned officers in both the 
medical and nursing fields. 

A circular (601-18) said those 
accepted in the Medical Service 
Corps would be offered ranks lieu- 
tenant through captain and that 
those qualified for the Army Nurse 
Corps would be given ranks of 
lieutenant through major. 

Duty tours will be from twe to 
three years and AMS officials said 
they hoped they could procure 
career-motivated officers whe would 
stay in the Army and become reg- 
ulars, 

No quotas were set. However, 
Officials said there was immediate 
need for sanitary engineers, clini- 
cal psychologists with Ph.D. de- 
grees, social workers with masters 
degrees, and optometrists.
